Dubbed and Dubber 


The Japanese version of Godzilla had already lumbered his way through 22 
movies before this summer’s American Godzilla hit theaters, Andrew Brisman 
traced the footsteps of the world’s most popular radioactive reptile. 


Godzilla made his smashing debut in the 
1954 Japanese film Gojira, produced by the Toho 
Company, Gojira, the monster’s name in Japanese, 
is a combination of gorilla and kujlra, the Japanese word for 
whale, Godzilla (which is what he was called for English-speaking audiences) 
was a rampaging, 400-foot-tall prehistoric monster brought back to life by 
atomic bomb testing. In his first movie, Godzilla showed off his radioactive 
breath, attacked a train, and totaled Tokyo before a brave scientist reduced him 
to a skeleton. That didn't prevent Toho, however, from making a Godzilla sequel 
the very next year.

Good-zilla 


From the 1950s to the 1970s, Toho produced a total of 15 Godzilla movies, in which 
the monster battled Mothra (a giant moth), Ghidrah (a three-headed dragon), Rodan 
(a giant pterodactyl), Hedora (a smog creature), and many other big bruisers. 


Gute-a-saurus? 


In the mid-1970s Godzilla had become so nice that he 
was almost cuddly. He could be seen dancing little jigs, 
having friendly conversations with other monsters, and 
playing daddy to his son, Minya (right, with Godzilla). 
Godzilla was even given a new, puppy-like face (left). 

By 1975, Godzilla's movies were no longer very 
successful. Toho sent him on a 10-year vacation. 


No More Mr. Nice Monster 


Most Godzilla movies exist in at least two versions: the original Japanese one and a 
dubbed, sometimes re-edited U.S. version. For example, new scenes and narration 
were added to Americanize the original Gojira, which was renamed Godzilla, King of 
the Monsters and released in 1956 in the U.S. In that movie, a Japanese prayer for 
nuclear disarmament was replaced with an English prayer for Godzilla's victims. 


Gradually, Toho changed Godzilla from a destructive menace into a hero who 
defended Japan from other monsters. Instead of screaming in terror at Godzilla, 
bystanders in later movies cheered on the atomic reptile. 


Godzilla returned to his destructive ways and mean looks in Godzilla 1985, the first film 
in a new series. The new Godzilla films reworked the old movies' stories-but with better 
special effects and a bad-to-the-bone Godzilla (right). 


There were seven movies in Toho’s new Godzilla series. In the seventh, Godzilla 
i/s. Destroyah (1995), the big guy had a nuclear meltdown and was apparently 
killed. But it’s hard to keep a popular monster from roaring back to life.... □

In the first 10 minutes 
of Batman & Robin, 

Mr. Freeze turns the 
Gotham Museum into 
a giant freezer. Director 
Joel Schumacher did 
not have to shoot 
those scenes inside 
a hockey rink. Set 
designers created the 
Gotham Museum inside a large movie studio in Los 
Angeles. Then the crew laid sheets of clear hard 
plastic on the museum floor to stand in for ice, Lights 
placed under the plastic made the set look shimmery 
and icy. 

Although you see Batman and Robin pop ice- 
skating blades out of their boots when they’re inside 
the museum, none of the cast actually wore ice 
skates. The superheroes and Mr. Freeze’s henchmen 
were ail in-line skating on the plastic-covered set (as 
shown in the photo above). 


For his movie Titanic, director James Cameron 
wanted every detail to be historically accurate. 
He even built a replica of the ocean liner’s 
exterior that was nearly full size. Only the 
starboard side (the right) of the boat’s steel hull 
was finished, however, to save money.

That decision created a problem for one scene. On the day the real Titanic set sail from 
Southampton, England, the ship’s port side (the left) was facing the pier. So Cameron 
filmed that scene on the starboard side and then “flopped” the film (showed its mirror 
image) to make the passengers look as if they were boarding on the correct side of the 
ship. All the signs in the background and emblems on the costumes were written back¬ 
wards, so when the film was shown reversed, the words appeared as normal. Q
